Energy Department to develop con' 
seryation measures in the U.S.. and 
promised to : strive for fair and 
equitable. distribution of short fuel 
supplies. 

At the same time. Carter stressed 
that "we are using every, available 
channel to protect the safety of the 
hostages and to secure their release. 
Along with' the families of the 
hostages, I have welcomed and ap- 
preciate the restraint that has been 
shown by Americana during the 
, crisis. 

".We must continue to exhibit such 
restraint despite the intensity of our 
emotions," he urged. 

. Carter said the U.S. effort to con- 
serve oil “must be part of an effec- 
tive International effort" Including 
-consultation among the Western 
allies about further ways to reduce 
'oil consumption and oil imports. 

The impact of-the cutoff order on 
U.S. oil supplies was not immediate- 
ly clear. 

Following the Arab oil boycott of 
1973-74, Western countries agreed on 
pooling arrangements in the event of 
future crises. 

“There la a mechanism that has 
been established -which we have 
made clear is in effect," said State 
Department spokesman Hoddlng 
Carter. 

.In addition to the oil Imported 
.directly from Iran, the U.S. obtains 
Iranian oil by transs hip m en t from 
refineries In other countries. 

Carter's announcement came as 
prospects darkened for a negotiated 
end to the Iranian stalemate. 

A Palestinian delegation trying its 
hand at winning freedom for the 98 
hostages at the embaW gave up its 
efforts yesterday and left Teheran, a * 
Palestine. Liberation Organization 
official announced in Kuwait. 

Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini’s 
government and the . Moslem 
militants bolding the embassy reaf- 
firmed determination to face 


down the U.S. in the tense confronta- 
tion. ' - - 

Teheran radio said the Iranian 
people, heeding the call of the stu- 
• dent militants at the embassy, began 
a five-day hunger strike yesterday to 
press the Iranian demand for the ex- 
tradition of the deposed shah from 
the U.S. 

A State Department spokesman 
said there were no indications that 
the hostages would be forced to take 
part in the fast. . 

The official Iranian radio, 
monitored In London, also reported 
that Khomeini's Revolutionary 
Connell had met and discussed the 
possibility of U.S. military interven- 
tion or economic reprisals to end the 
embassy standoff. 

- In another incident in Teheran 
yesterday. .Islamic revolutionary 
guards fired their rifles Into the air 
as several hundred . Jobless Iranians 
stormed the Ministry of Labour 
shouting, "We .want work, give us 
. work.” 

The occupation of the Labour 
' Ministry briefly shifted attention 
away from' the occupation of the 
American embassy. 

Witnesses said revolutionary 
guards outelde the Labour Ministry 
fired about 20 shots into the air as the 
crowd of unemployed surged into the 
building. It was the first demonstra- 
tion of disenchantment with the 
government since the U.S. embassy 
was occupied on November 4. 

But in another development which 
reflected the government's 
problems, the official PARS news 
agency reported that autonomy- 
seeking Kurdish rebels had launched 
an all-out offensive on a number of 
towns in Kurdistan. (See Page 4). 

But the focus of attention quickly 
shifted back to the embassy as Iran's 
new Foreign Affairs Supervisor 
Abolhsssan Banl-Sadr summoned all 
foreign ambassadors to his office in

^ Secret meetings reported in Histadrut 

J Alignment seeking limits on Likud

TEL AVIV. — Leaders of the Align- 
ment faction in fhe Histadrut- are 
contemplating measures which 
would enable them- to exclude the 
'Likud faction from. the. labour 
federation's institutions. The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday. 

The unprecedented move was 
recently ' discussed at a secret 
meeting of Alignment members of 
the central committee, an aide to 
Secretary . General Yeroham Meshel 
revealed yesterday. 

The ideas raised would provide for 
a special convention which would be 
asked to resolve that any faction not 
abiding by Histadrut decisions would 
be barred from competing in tuter- 
_nal elections and participating in 
debates. In effect it would exclude the 
faction. 

This Is a clear move against the 
Likud, which had urged workers not 
to join Hlstadrut-organized strikes, 
such as the two-hour work stoppage 
on July 22. 

It is still not clear how such a move , 
could be worked out. 

• “I don't think anyone has yet 
thought out how to go about it, or of 
the' practical consequences," the •_ 
.aide said. One possibility. is to invoke 
the commitment to abide by the 
.HIstadrut’s decisions signed by 

every new Histadrut 'central coin- 
.mlttee member. ‘Die problem still 
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remains bow to transform these per- 
-sonal undertakings Into a faction . 
^commitment. The Histadrut does not 
Intend to esqpel individual Likud 
members just prevent their fac- 
tion's activities, The Postwaa told. 

The plans "for exclusion foHow re- 
cent intensified Likud faction activi- 
ty. The Ukud, which controls 28 per 
cent of the seats in the executive, 
had twisted the Alignment's arm to 
demand full compensation for price 
rises. Secretary-General Meshel told . 
Finance Minister . Yigael Hurvitz on 
Friday that out of consideration for 
the manufacturers’ inability to com- , 
pensate workers for all price rises, 
the labour federation would agree to 
80 per cent compensation. But the - 
Likud faction asked for an executive . 
debate on its demand to fully Hnk the 
cost of living allowance to the C-o-L 
index, and the Alignment felt it had 
to go along. 

' The t fin id has also tabled scores of 
questions , that must be answered at 
the executive meeting, and are part- 
ly designed to embarrass the ruling 

Alignment. . 

This- has angered Alignment 
leaders and on Thursday, Mapam 
central committee member. Ya’akov 
.Vilan vociferously criticised the 
- Likud — and Meshel for letting them 


"carry on." 

MeBhel rebuked Vilan for his out- 
burst at the executive meeting but 
added the executive should not be 
bogged down by minor Issues. 

Attempts to amend the regulations 
so that the executive does discuss 
only major Issues, met with Likud 
criticism. Herat's executive on Sun- 
day accused the Alignment of 
"scheming," and warned Meshel not 
to lend a hand to attempts “to silence 
the Likud and harm its activities.” 

"The Herat movement will fully 
back Its faction In the Histadrut and 
will take all lawful measures to 
protect the faction's right and 
freedom to operate In the 
Histadrut,” the Herat statement 
said. 

The labour . federation's 
spokesman yesterday rejected 
Herat's charges, stating that the 
Histadrut would safeguard each. fac- 
tion's right to express its opinions. 
But he confirmed there Is “a tenden- 
cy to take measures to assure the 
orderly and proper operation of the 
executive." 

- “The executive plenary must be 
enabled to function 
properly.;. without _ being bogged 
down over matters which should be 
• dealt with at the department (level) 
and In local councils." he said.

PLO denies Sartawi 
quit Palestine council 

PARIS (Reuter). — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization's represen- 
tative In France denied yesterday 
that PLO official Issam Sartawi, 
said to be entrusted with secret con- 
tacts with Israelis', had resigned 
from the Palestine National Council. 

PLO representative to France 
Ibrahim Sous* issued the ' denial, 
following reports from Palestinian .

Weizman meeting with 
mayors today on Shaka

Three leading mayors from the ad- 
ministered territories announced 
last night that they are postponing 
their threatened resignations over 
the Bassam Shaka affair until after a 
meeting with Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman today. 

But most West Bank mayors plan 
to resign this morning, following a 
decision to do so taken on Sunday 
night. 

These resignations could, 
however, be withdrawn If the depor- 
tation order hanging over Shaka, the 
mayor of Nablus, is rescinded after 
the meeting with Weizman, accor- 
ding to political sources in the West 
Bank. Shaka faces deportation for 
expressing understanding for last 
year's terrorist-perpetrated Coastal 
Road massacre. (See story — page 
8 .) 

The postponement was agreed on 
yesterday evening at a meeting held 
in Gaza between Gaza Mayor 
Rashad Shawwa and Bethlehem 
Mayor Elias Freij. Hebron Mayor 
Fahd Kawaama has approved the 
decision. 

Shawwa. Freij and Kawasma are 


due to meet Weizman at 2.30 this 
afternoon at the Defence Ministry in 
Tel Aviv. Freij told 77ie Jerusalem 
Post last night, shortly after retur- 
ning from Gaza, that — since Welz- 
roan was "usually logical" — he 
hoped it would still be possible to find 
an “acceptable solution” to the 
Shaka affair. 

The Bethlehem mayor stressed 
that the Palestine Liberation 
Organization had yesterday made It 
dear to West Bank leaders that it 
was opposed “under any cir- 
cumstances" to mass resignation. 
He said that Jordan had not issued 
any statement on the subject. 

The resignation postponement, he 
said, was a matter of "etiquette." 

The three mayors plan to report to 
their colleagues after the meeting. A 
public assembly on the Shaka affair 
Is also scheduled to take place at 
Bethlehem University at noon. As 
with all other political meetings In 
the last few days, the military 
authorities have taken no steps to 
prevent it. 

As of last night, Nablus was the • 
only council formally to present its 
resignation to the local military

U.S. officials, Jewish leaders 
oppose expulsion of Shaka

WASHINGTON. — Carter Ad- 
ministration officials, influential 
members of Congress and American 
Jewish leaders are hoping that 
Israel will not go through with the 
threatened expulsion of Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shaka. 

While moat Americans continued 
yesterday to be primarily preoc- 
cupied with the situation in Iran, 
those with a special interest In the 
Arab -Israeli conflict were closely 
following the events surrounding 
Mayor Sh aka's arrest. 

Policy-makers at the White House 
and State Department as well as 
some of Israel’s. best friends on 
Capitol Hill expressed fear that a 
decision to expel the mayor could 
severely upset the continuing 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 

Publicly, a State Department 
spokesman refused to comment 
“while the issue is still before the 
Israeli Supreme Court." The official 
pointedly noted, however, that the' 


U.S. position on the relationship 
between Israeli actions on the West 
Bank and Gaza and the autonomy 
talks "la well known." 

He was clearly signalling U.S. op- 
posltion to unilateral Israeli 
decisions, such as expulsions of local 
residents an^L the establishment of 
new settlement^. 

American Jewish leaders and 
other Israel supporters, clearly em- 
barrassed, privately complained 
yesterday about the serious damage 
to Israel's image as a result of 
Shaka’s arrest and threatened expul- 
sion. 

-Shaka's arrest on Sunday and sub- 
sequent strikes on the West Bank 
were- on the front pages yesterday of 
"The New York Times,” “The 
Washington Post" and other major 
U.S. dallies. 

The items were featured 
prominently by the network radio 
and television news programmes. 

"Israel was lucky," one pro-Israel 
observer noted. "If It bad not been 
for the events in Iran, the damage 
would have been much worse." 


Mild Egyptian condemnation 
of mayor’s expulsion order

Egypt yesterday issued a relative- 
ly mild condemnation of Israeli 
decisions to expel Nablus mayor 
Bassam Shaka -and to augment 
Jewish settlements in the WeBt Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. 

The Egyptian statement was made 
by a Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
who said that neither action con- 
formed with "Israel's pledges in the 
Camp David peace accords to create 
an atmosphere of confidence," that 
would encourage West Bank and 
Gaza Palestinians to join the current 
peace process. 

The Egyptian condemnation was 
distributed by the state-controlled 
Middle East News Agency but 
significantly not broadcast by Cairo 
Radio. There was no indication that 
a copy was sent to Jerusalem. 

The statement said that the Israeli 
decisions to expel Shaka and forge 
ahead with settlement policy con- 
stituted an obstruction to efforts to 
achieve a comprehensive settlement 
to. the Middle East conflict. 

Observers last night expressed the 
belief that Egypt's mild reaction 
stemmed from three possible fac- 
tors. 

* President Anwar Sadat's 
declared opposition to Palestine 
Liberation Organization terrorist ac- 
tivities, with which the ..Nablus 
.mayor was alleged to have identified 
himself. 

» Cairo's implicit satisfaction that 
the Israeli cabinet this week con- 
fined Its new settlement programme 
to existing villages and to state land, 
rather than go ahead with a massive 
settlement drive in the territories. 

>' Cairo's desire not to undermine 
tho ongoing negotiations with Israel 
over the projected autonomy for the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

A reinforced. Egyptian delegation 
is due to arrive In Israel today for the 
resumption of the autonomy 
negotiations within the framework of 
the “working groups," which have 
been outlining the powers and func- 
tioning of a "West Buik and Gaza self- 
rule administration. 

Egyptian Premier Muslapha) 
Khalil yesterday conferred with his 


country's chief working group 
delegates, Ahmed Izzat Abdul- Latif 
and Mamdouh Abdul-Razek, both of 
whom were earlier reported to be 
coming with new compromise 
proposals sidestepping the thorny 
issues of East Jerusalem and the 
jurisdiction of the self-rule ad- 
ministration. 

According to reports from Cairo, 
Egypt has decided to shelve the two 
controversial Issues until 
negotiations on the question of 
sovereignty on the West Bank and 
Gaza five years after the establish- 
ment of a transitional autonomy 
regime in the territories. 

Members of the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Security Committee 
reported Israel's chief autonomy 
negotiator, Interior Minister Burg, 
as saying that considerable progress 
had been achieved in the 
negotiations with Egypt, but that 
several points of conflict remained 
unresolved. 

Reporting to the Knesset com- 
mittee yesterday. Burg said that the 
negotiations may well extend beyond 
next May. which was set as a target 
date • for the completion of the 
autonomy talks. 


Threatens to quit coalition 

Aguda demands 
another vote on 
abortion law

The Agudat Yisrael Knesset 
faction last night threatened to 
leave the coalition if the abortion 
law is not retabled by tbe 
government “within the next 
two or three weeks." 

The law was defeated on a 54- 
54 tie vote In the Knesset yester- 
day. (See story below) ' 

* Aguda leader Shlomo Lorlncz 
said that the faction would act 
according to the ruling of the 
Council of Tara Sages. But he 
said he did not think it would 
convene to discuss the govern- 
ment failure, until next week. 

A reliable NRP source told The 
Jerusalem Post that Aguda leaders 
had been warned yesterday morning 
that the bill would not succeed. But 
they were under such pressure from 
grassroots party members, as well 
as rabbinical authorities, that they 
preferred to go ahead to almost cer- 
tain failure. The NRP source said 
the Aguda preferred to go back to the 
Council of Tor a Sages, explaining 
that Premier Menahem Begin had 
made every effort to push the bill 
through — rather than claim that the 
prospect of failure deterred them 
from demanding a vote, a claim 
which they could never prove. 

Lorlncz told The Post that by the 
time the bill came up again, he 
hoped the nine Likud members who 
did not vote for the bill would have 
"repented." Lorlncz claimed that 
three of the MKs who did not support 
the bill promised him later that they 
would give It their vote next time. 

He called the five Liberal 
mavericks “totally Irresponsible 
parliamentarians who plead reasons 
of conscience but do not realize the 
elementary truth that one's 
signature to a coalition agreement is 


an even more overriding matter of 
conscience." 

Lorlncz, who was in a calm mood 
after the initial disappointment, 
said; "My motto Is — don't despair. 
If you don't succeed try. try again." 

Lorlncz rejected the Democratic 
Movement claim that each of its 
MKs voted individually. (They all 
voted against). He sold that Shlomo 
Eliahu would not have been sum- 
moned back from abroad had there 
not been a deliberate plan to 
marshal maximum opposition to the 
bill. 

But Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamir, one of the DM leaders, 
denied this. He said that one DM 
man. Shafifk Assad, would certainly 
have voted with the govermnmtn: 
had he been present In the Knesset. 

Tamir said that the coalition 
agreement gave the DM total 
freedom on the Issue, as its allies 
knew. “If the Aguda wants an 
amendment to the autopsy law, giv- 
ing families of deceased full rights 
over the remains, and requiring 
their permission before a post- 
mortem, they shall have my ab- 
solute support," Tamir promised. 

In the National Religious Party 
faction caucus, Tamir came under 
sharp attack. Several NRP 
members repeated their old call to 
trim the cabinet representation of 
the DM, In line with their dwindling 
Knesset strength and their sagging 
record Ln the public opinion polls. 

The NRP decided to collaborate 
closely with the Aguda when the law 
is retabled soon. 

Earlier in the day, the Liberal 
wing of the Likud had convened to 
discuss the way it would vote, and 
party chief Sim ha Ehrlich tried to 
win over the waverers. He per- 
suaded only one Liberal. Moshe 
Meron. to change his mind and vote 
for the government bill, instead of 
. abstaining as he had intended. 


Tie vote defeats coalition 

Likud defections topple 
Aguda abortion bill

By a breathtaking tie vote of M-M, 
the government bill to repeal Clause 
Five of the Abortion Law was knock- 
ed down in its first reading in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

The controversial clause 
recognizes as one of the grounds for 
•authorizing an abortion the con- 
sideration that "the continuation of 
pregnancy Is liable to cause serious 
harm to the woman or her children, 
owing to the difficult family or social 
conditions of the woman and her en- 
vironment." 

As anticipated, it was the voting by 
deputies of the Likud's Liberal 
branch that proved decisive. 

The only Liberal who voted 
against the bill was Sara Doran. But 
jfour other Liberal deputies absented 
themselves: Yitzhak Berman. 
'•Yehezkel Flomin, Avraham Katz 
and Yosef Tamir. 

There were additional defections 
In the Likud ranks. Ehud Olmert 
(La’ am), HUlel Seidel (Ahdut). and 
.Yitzhak Yitzhaki (ex-Herut) voted 
lagolnst, and Zalman Shoval (Rafl, 
the revived name for Yigael Hurvttz'z 
wing of La’ am) was absent! 

Negative votes were also cast by 
Moshe Dayan (Independent). Asaaf 
Yaguri (Ya’ad), Gideon Hammer 
(Independent Liberals), ln addition 
to the Alignment, Shal, Shell, and 
Shulamlt Aloni (Citizens Rights 
Movement). 

The Democratic Movement, in- 
cluding Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamir, voted against the bill. Deputy 
Premier Yigael Yadln la still 
.recuperating from his recent minor 
heart attack. 

The only Alignment member pre- 
sent who failed to vote for the bill 
was Rabbi Menahem Hacohen, who 
abstained. 

1 'Die coalition did pick four votes 
from opposition factions; Moshe 
Shamir and Geula Cohen (Banal), 
Samuel Flatto Sharon, and Rabl 
Kalman Kahana (Poalel Agudat 
Yisrael). 

Shamir and Cohen explained ln a 
press communique that their sup- 
port of the bill was a matter of con- 
science and not the result of any 
decision of the secretariat of the 
Tehlya movement. 

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
■Yosef was conspicuous in the VIP 
'gallery in his distinctive turban and 
dork glasses. Both the VIP and tbe 
public galleries were crowded with 
visitors, including a delegation from 
Na'amat, and former deputy 
speaker Tova Sanhedral (National 
Religious Party). 

Since the debate on the bill took 
jplace last week, all that remained 
■yesterday was for Health Minister 
Eli ezer Shostak to reply and then for 
the House to proceed with the vote... 

Amid sustained heckling from the 
opposition benches. Shostak again, 
as he did last week, stresped the 


negative effect Clause 5 had an the 
Jewish birthrate. 

It was not because of the coalition 
agreement with Agudat Yisrael that 
•he was saying this, he asserted. "I 
say this as minister of health." 

Unlike last week, when he Ignored 
■ entirely the existence of the coalition 
when he defended the bill, Shostak 
yesterday took the offensive on this 
point. 

Yes, there is a coalition agree- 
ment, he said. But what's wrong with 
the senior coalition partner's taking 
In account the deeply held beliefs of 
the religious minority? Had not 
Labour governments done that ever 
since the establishment of the state, 
he said. 

For the religious parties, the 
matter was not a political one but a 
matter of faith. But for opponents of 
the bill he said It was only a matter 
of social progress. 

Shostak quoted David Ben-Gurion 
as having said that "Internal aliya" 
was more Important than Immigra- 
tion from abroad. 

As Shostak went on, even going out 
of his way to encourage opposition 
heckling and interruptions, the word 
got round that he was stalling 
because Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman was on his way by plane 
from Tel Aviv with one more vote for 
the bill. 

Two or three times during his 
speech Shostak was handed a note by 
an usher, presumably informing him 
of Weizman's progress. When Weiz- 
man did walk ln. the Alignment 
deputies gave forth with a mocking 
“hurrah'." 

Shostak concluded his speech one 
minute later. 

A rail-call vote was taken, and the 
tension mounted as the shins and 
tafs — the lastJtwo letters of the 
Hebrew alphabet were reached. 

Everyone was aware that the voie 
was going to be very close, but no 
one knew in whose favour. 

When his name was called, 
Speaker Yitzhak Shamir announced 
his "aye" just like his Herut 
colleagues, and a moment later, he 
announced: "In favour, M! opposed, 
54; abstaining, two. The bill has 
failed." 

There was a split second of dis- 
belief on both sides. The opposition 
deputies then started to applaud with 
some of them embracing one 
another.

The Alignment faction executive 
decided yesterday to demand a 
debate in the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee on 
military censorship of the press, in 
the light of the Pinto and Sadeh af- 
fairs, and to insist that the defence 
minister supply the committee with 
the court judgments on the two of- 
ficers, .both sentenced for war 
crimes in the March 1978 Litani 
operation. 

Before reaching Its decision, the 
Alignment faction executive also 
'•heard critical comments from most 
of its members about the way Chief 
of Staff Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan 
reduced the sentences of the two IDF 
officers. 

The loudest exception to the 
criticism was by Labour's Amos 
Hadar, who said that military judges 
had no right to sit in air-conditioned 
chambers and judge soldiers' acts 
carried out in field conditions. 

"Sgan-Aluf Ary eh Sadeh didn't do 
anything terrible." Hadar said. “He 
killed a terrorist. So what?" 

Both Pinto and Sadeh had been 
tried and convicted for shooting 
'South Lebanese villagers during 
Operation Litani. Publication of the 
CAses had been delayed for several 
months by the military censor. 

Another Labour man, former chief 
of staff Haim Bar-Lev, said that 
while Eitan had good points as a 
chief of staff, he lacked sensitivity 
and a feeling for the pulse of the 
public. But Bar-Lev warned: "If you 
slam the chief of staff you cannot 
avoid slamming the army." 

Other members of the Alignment 


executive made the following points : 

• Yosef S&rld (Alignment-Labour) i 
"The censor acted illegally in sup- 
pressing the Pinto and Sadeh 
judgments, but that's no reason to 
evade censorship by feeding the 
foreign press." 

• Meir Tallin (Alignment- 
Mapami: “The committee would 
have debated the chief .of staffs in- 
volvement, had it not been tor 
Yitzhak Rabin's demand for a post- 
ponement." 

'• Ora Naroir (Alignment-Labour) : 
"If I were to release the record of the 
Education Committee session brief- 
ed by the chief of staff, our 
newspapers would burst with the 
headlines." 

• Micha Harish (Alignment- 
Labour) : "The chief of staff must no 
longer have sole discretion in 
matters of commuting sentence." 

Attorney-general Yitzhak Zamir 
decided earlier this week that MK 
Uri Avnery had committed an 
offence by publishing details of the 
trials of Pinto and Sadeh, contrary to 
the orders of the military court, but 
ruled that he couldn't he prosecuted 
because of his parliamentary im- 
munity. 

Zamir was replying to requests 
from MKs Ehud Olmert and Akiva 
Nof, who had complained of 
Avnery' s action (which led to the 
details of the trials being published 
abroad) and demanded that bis im- 
munity be removedi in order that he 
stand trial. Under section l of the 
Knesset Members Law MKs enjoy 
wide Immunity from criminal 
responsibility for actions they take 
or opinions they express in their 
capacity as members of the Knesset.

Yavin won’t resign after 
Lapid censure on interviews

TV news director Halm Yavin was 
officially reprimanded yesterday 
by Broadcasting Authority Director- 
General Yosef "Tommy" Lapid for 
falling to ask for approval for the 
Sunday night broadcast of comment 
by two MKs on last week's blackout 
of the, Mabat evening news. 

Lapid did not object to the contents 
of the interviews or to the choice of 
MKs Tossi Sarid (Labour) ana Ehud 
Olmert (La'ami. But he was Incens- 
ed over Yavin 's not asking permis- 
sion from the director-general or 
from the authority spokesman to air 
an Item relating to the Broadcasting 
Authority itself. 

Lapid only learned of the broad- 
cast yesterday, since he was at the 
theatre and missed Mabat on Sunday 
night. 

"I have no intention of resigning," 
was Yavin *s tight-lipped reaction to 
the Lapid censure. 

Television newsroom sources said 
that the Interview with the MKs 
abOut'the Mabat blackout — the jour- 
nalists’ works committee's protest 
over L&pld's banning of a film about 
Nablus Mayor Bassam Shaka — had 
been on the news lineup budget 
which is automatically sent to Lapid 


in the morning. They noted that sen- 
ding Items about the Broadcasting 
Authority to Lapid for approval is 
"merely a formality." 

The journalists' works committee 
immediately convened yesterday to 
discuss a reaction to the reprimand. 

This latest incident occurred in the 
midst of Lapid's efforts to soothe 
news department tempers over last 
week's blackout and the resulting 
public furore. The board of directors 
last night voted 5-1 — with an absten- 
tion by. authority chairman Reuven 
Yaron — to approve a compromise 
reached on Sunday between Lapid 
and the journalists' works com- 
mittee. 

In the agreement, the committee 
accepted in principle that it has no 
right to interfere in the content of 
broadcasts, while management 
agreed not to punish Yavin and 
Mabat editor Yalacov Ahlmelr for 
their involvement in the blackout. 

Yaron called an emergency ses- 
sion of the Broadcasting Authority 
plenum for tomorrow to discuss the 
recent turmoil in the TV news 
department. The board of directors 
has already empowered Lapid to aak 
the plenum to close down Israel TV if 
such works committee interference 
recurs.

Sunday night's meeting in

;tion. others argued that it would be 
better to wait until after Shaka is 
deported. 

One participant yesterday describ- 
ed the closed meeting as the "longest 
three hours In the history of the West 
. .Bank," the feeling being that the 
area's future was at stake. 

One view circulating in Arab 
political circles yesterday was that 
beyond questions of organizational 
loyalties to this or that PLO element, 
and apart from the immediate ques- 
tion of Bassam Shaka, some mayors 
have their personal futures at stake. 

Thus, for example, it was argued 
that Ramallah 'a Khalaf and El- 
Bira’s Tawli, currently facing 
charges arising from a scuffle with a 
policeman in the corridor of the High 
Court of Justice last year, would like 
to ensure that if they are removed 
from their posts (as Jordanian law 
requires ^n the case of a crime which 
Includes "public disgrace"), they, 
too, could expect support from their 
colleagues. 

The West Bank was largely quiet 
by noon yesterday, although- a com- 
mercial strike continued for the se- 
cond consecutive day in Nablus-' 
Shops were also closed in Ramallah 
and Jenin. There were several 
demonstrations by schoolchildren, 
and stones were thrown at a number 
of Israeli vehicles. Students at *Bir 


Zelt University held a sit-in to 
protest Sbaka's detention. 

But as in the last few days, most 
activity in the area was political. 
Various bodies, including local 
chambers of commerce and the 
Israeli Arab 72>na al Balad group, 
appealed for international support 
for Sh aka's release, also sending 
protest telegrams to the Defence 
Ministry. 

Shaka’ s attorney, Felicia Langer. 
also cabled Welz man informing him 
that her client won't* appeal to a 
three-man military advisory com- 
mittee "because it is composed sole-* 
ly of soldiers who come under the 
authority of the respondent." 

The High Court yesterday rejected 
a request from Sbaka's wife Asia 
that it clarify whether last week's in- 
terim injunction preventing Shaka's 
extradition also extended to his 
arrest. 

Justice Shlomo Ascher informed 
Langer that he had nothing to add to 
his ruling last week, which 
stipulated that the interim injunction 
did not prevent any of the 
preliminary administrative or legal 
proceedings preceding banishment. 

Military government circles were 
yesterday embarrassed at the 
dramatic events of the last few days, 
following the now famous conversa- 
tion between Sli&ka and Aluf Dann! 
Matt, the IDF's coordinator of 
operations in the administered 
territories. 

But they said they believed that 
moat of the mayors would eventually 
return to their jobs some time after 
resigning, if Indeed the resignation 
takes place. However, there are 
plans to replace town councils by ap- 
pointed bodies headed by Israeli of- 
ficials if the mayors do carry out 
their threats. 

In an interview with The Post 
yesterday, Hebron Mayor Fahd 


Kawasma Insisted that he and his 
colleagues would quit If Shaka is not 
released and al. measures against 
him halted. "We don't want to 
resign," he said. "We want to help 
the people, to work, to do our jobs. 

"But," he added. "Why should we 
work if there are to be deportations. 
The people elected us, not Mr. Danni 
Matt. If he doesn't respect me, then 
he has no respect for the 10,000 peo- 
ple who elected me. If Mr. Matt 
deports Bassam Shaka, he has no 
respect for 80,000 people in Nablus." 

Asked to comment on reports of 
PLO or Jordanian opposition to the 
planned resignation, Kawasma said. 
"We don't care what they think. We 
live here. The deportation is from 
here. We are human." Yet the 
mayor stressed, "If Bassam is 
released, we'll all be in our offices 
tomorrow morning." 

One aspect of the Shaka affair 
which emerged yesterday was the 
prominence of traditionally 
moderate figures, such &s Frelj and 
Shawwa, in deciding what measures 
to adopt. Much will depend, it was 
felt last night, on their meeting with 
Weizman today. 

The High Court Is expected to meet 
in a bench of three tomorrow to rule 
on the case- 

Harry Wall adds: 

Gaza’s Shawwa said yesterday, 
"If the PLO is against our resigna- 
tion. then I for one will take this 
strongly into consideration." 

Shawwa noted that Sbaka's state- 
ment had been made in a private 
conversation with Matt.

Sharir hits fees 
to former officials

"Political prostitution," "corrup- 
tion," "amassing filthy lucre," were 
some of the angry phrases uttered by 
Likud chairman Avraham Sharir 
yesterday, explaining to The 
Jerusalem Post a protest letter -he 
wrote to two cabinet ministers, 
about former government officials 
and ministers who take six-figure 
dollar fees for lecturing in the U.S. 

Sharir wrote to Justice Minister 
Shmuel Tamir and Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz, demanding that the 
law prohibit former officials 
ministers from lecturing for money 
for a number of years after they step 
down. 

Sharir also demanded that Tamir 
and Hurvitz check whether Israelis 
lecturing abroad pay income tax on 
their fees. 

He said the former officials 
ministers won their reputations «T»d 
amassed their knowhow, as well as 
their rhetorical skills, while in public 
service. "It is immoral, distasteful 
and injurious to the state for them to 
earn astronomical fees on this 
basis," Sharir wrote. 

Sharir recalled that until the law 
was changed, Yitzhak Rabin used to 
charge big lecture fees while he was 
still ambassador in Washington. 

He charged that former foreign 
minister Mcisbe Dayan, former am- 
bassador to Washington Slmcha 
Dinitz, and former foreign minister 
Abba Eban were all giving Israel a 
bad name today by the way they 
hawked their rhetorical talepts in..

New law would have 
gov’t set minimum wage

Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Israel K a tz said yesterday that the 
present system whereby the 
minimum wage is fixed by a collec- 
tive agreement between the 
employers* representatives and the 
Histadrut "has not proved itself." 

Katz was presenting to the Knesset 
for first reading the government's 
•Minimum Wage BUI which, he 
said, complements the Guaranteed 
Income Law which he presented two 
weeks ago. 

The minister's reply to the ensuing 
debate on the bill, and the vote on the 
new bill were deferred. 

Tbe bill provides that the 
minimum wage shall be determined 
("as is the rule In leading Western 
countries." Katz saLd) by the 
ministers of labour andflnance, in 
accordance with changing economic 
and social conditions. 

If the minimum wage Is fixed at 40 
per cent of the average wage in' the 
economy, it would apply to 80,000- 
69,000 workers, Katz said; if at 49 per 
cent, to 85,000-00,000 workers; and If 
at 00 per cent, to 110,000-115,000 
workers. 

Katz pointed out that whereas the 
collective agreement signed In April . 
1974 provided for a minimum wage 
of 45.8 per cent of the average wage, 
this had now eroded to 32 per cent. 

In his view, the goal should be a 
minimum j wage of -at Ieaat -4BTpe>\ 
cent-in-the-first stage, and atieastSO” 
per cent In the second. 

Katz gave a number of reasons for 
rejecting the Histadrut 's demand 
that the rate of the minimum wage 


be specified In the law. Chief among 
these was that an automatically in- 
creasing minimum wage would 
necessarily have a spiral effect* 
triggering demands for increased 
wages by better-paid workers, which 
would push up the average wage, 
which in turn would lead to another 
increase in the minimum wage, ad» 
infinitum. 

Opposition speakers attacked the 
bill, particularly for its failure to lay 
down the rate of the minimum wage. 

Histadrut secretary-general 
Yerohain Meshel (Alignment) said 
that what Katz was really proposing 
was "compulsory arbitration" on 
the minimum wage. "Show me one 
country where the ■mtnlmnm wage is 
determined by the minister of labour 
and not by parliament," he challeng- 

K&tz yesterday also told tbe 
Knesset that, at his request. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin .had 
agreed that the cabinet reconsider 
its decision not to compensate 
welfare recipients immediately for 
tbe latest Inflationary burst. 

Katz was replying to five motions 
on the subject, presented by 
Shoshana Arbeli (Alignment). Uri 
Avnery (Shell) , Mo she Katsav 
OLlkud-Herut) , and Tawfik ToubI 
(DFPE) . The motions were referred 
to the Labour . and Social Affairs 
Committee.

Arafat tells UK interviewer: 
‘My armies will liberate Tlem’

LONDON. — Tasser -Arafat has 
claimed that his "armies" will 
"liberate” Jerusalem In an inter- 
view with “& Days," the Arab- 
financed - weekly - magazine ‘which 
began publishing here some six 
months ago. 

The PLO leader was asked what he 
saw . as the solution to the "big 
problem" of Jerusalem. "I don't see 
it as a big problem," he replied.

Its occupation 
will not last long. .Asked “who is go- 
ing to liberate it?" he replied: "My 
armies.

Bass am fflmkn did not say to Aluf Danny Matt 
that he "Identified” with the Coastal Road killers, 
as was alleged to. the initial press reporta of the 
conversation which triggered the expulsion order 
against hhn. He said that "as long as there Is eoc- 
cupotlon and killing" many such actions could be 
expected, and that they might -be effective. He 
added that the throwing of a child into the flames 

— if indeed It had been perpetrated — was "too 
much... not .right, not Justified.” s 

A verbatim account of the conversation, which 
took place in Matt's office on November 6, was 
published by "Ha 'arete'* military correspondent 
Ze’ev Schiff. yesterday. The transcript was record- 
ed by Sgan-Aluf Zadok Karim, an Arab affairs ex- 
pert on Matt's stall. 

The aluf began inquiring into the mayor's health 
and into the general situation of the town he runs. 
Shaka expressed complaints about the economic 
situation, the inflation and the hardship people on 
the West Bank were experiencing to making ends 
meet/ Matt asked about economic conditions in 
Jordan, and Shafts observed that while there was 
Inflation there too, salaries were much higher, for 
both skilled persons and labourers. 

- Matt chided the mayor for not enabling Nabulsis 
to be supplied with “Israeli" water. He said many 
townspeople had complained about this — "more 
people than you think.” 

The transcript here reflects a relaxed, almost 
bantering exchange, with Shaka laughing fre- 
quently. - : 

It toOk a moire serious turn when the mayor air- 
ed complaints' about the treatment of prisoners to 
Israeli jails. He referred to an alleged shooting in- 
cident three months ago, and demanded an in- 
vestigation. Aluf Matt promised that there would 
be an Investigation, despite the time that has 
elapsed. . 

The mayor charged that prisoners released as a 
gesture of goodwill before the Id el-Adha festival 
were anyway close to the end of their sentences. 
Another officer present denied this, and said that 
to many cases the freed men had two or three 
years left to serve. . 

Matt' observed that prison, conditions are not 
meant to be a picnic, but he denied allegations of 
mistreatment or discrimination between Arab and

Jewish prisoners and said he will take up such 
complaints with the head of the prisons authority. 
He then continued: 

"But let me ask you, what should the 
relationship (relative treatment) be between a 
man who has murdered his wife and is sentenced 
to Jail and the Coastal Road killers? What is your 
personal opinion?” 

Shaka; "The Coastal Road assailant* carried 
out their action because of the occupation. They 
want their freedom. Even international law 
Justifies this and recognizes their status as 
prisoners of war.” 

Matt: "But do you justify their action?” 

Shaka: "Prison Is one and the same place for all 
offenders, and every one of the convicts la a 
human being. In prisons there are rules which 
apply to oil inmates, regardless of what crime 
they committed.” 

Matt: "One r of them threw a child into the 
flames. Do you justify that?” 

Shaka: "No, I do not justify throwing a child into 


the flames. That is a bit too much. But I wasn't 
there and I don't know if that actually happened." 
Matt: "But they boasted about It in court." 
Shaka: "I heard from people that they did what 
they did out of (a sense of) duty, because they 
wanted to liberate their brothers in prison. If such 
things happen, they are only reactions to other 
things. Israel, as a state, (also) reacts cruelly — 
for Instance in southern Lebanon. As long as there 
is occupation and killing, you can expect many 
such actions." 

Matt: “Do you personally justify such actions?" 
Shaka: "I think such actions could produce 
results, because of the situation in which we find 
ourselves. There are ways in which the state of 
Israel infringes against the rights of the Palesti- 
nian people. Israel's policy Is one of force and it 
would be Impossible for this policy not to result In 
such reactions. Israel's policy-line can lead to 
another war with the Arab states. At the same 
time, there can be acts of terror on the part of in- 
dividuals because of the situation. This is the reali- 
ty to which we live." 

Matt: "That Is your personal view of the ac- 
tion?" 

Shaka: "I said that that particular action was 
part of the general situation. " 

Matt: "This conversation only goes to show 
what a democratic country Israel is." 

Shaka: "There are also undemocratic actions 
(by Israel), such as the policy in the occupied 
areas, the inmates of the jails, etc." 

Matt: "What was it like during the Jordanian 
period?" 

Shaka: "In the Jordanian period no man was 
threatened in respect of his land. There were 
prisons and there were other things, but there was 
no threat against your very existence, against 
your living on your own land. The concept of 
democracy doesn't really apply to me, for If it did 
there would not be this state of occupation.” 

Matt: "But your justifying the Coastal Road ac- 
tion — is that democracy?" 

Shaka: "I said that the action itself was a result 
of the situation. But the act of throwing a child into 
the flames, that was not right, not justified. There 
is a reasonable (solution): that we should agree 
that in the twentieth century we should examine 
the causes and deal with them."

The 
two had systematically abused the 
woman, for over two months, raping 
her, beating her up, burning her 
body, threatening to mutilate her 
sexual organs and tying her to a tree 
overnight In the - Sanhedrla 
cemetery. - 

During Becbar’s Interrogation, 
Afargan was la charge^of tronsf err~ 
tog UiR'from one lock-up <to-another. • 
During the trip he drove Into the 


Jerusalem Forest and there beat up 
and shot Bechar. (Be char and his 
Mend were subsequently sentenced 
to three and three-and-a-half year 
prison terms.) 

The case came to the District 
Court following Be char's complaint 
of Ill-treatment. The court, while fin- 
ding Afargan guilty, took his 
previously clean record and devotion 
to duty into consideration. 

Ruling on the state’s appeal 
against this decision, Justices Alfred 
Witkon.

TEL AVIV. — Stamp designers to 
the Association of Commercial Ar- 
tists are refusing to design new 
■stamps to protest what they see as 
the "distortions in the whole stamp- 
producing system/' association 
chairman Ran Caapi told a press 
j co nfere nce here on Sunday. 

The" artists are demanding that 
Communications Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’l form a professional com- 
mittee to investigate the situation. 
So far the request has been rejected. 

Cospi chacged that the subjects for 
new stamps are selected without tak- 
ing' into account the possibilities of 
rendering, them pictorlatiy; that the 
•printing method is primitive and 
many stamps emerge flawed; that 
there is insufficient time for design- 
ing the stamps and their appearance 
is not properly advertised. 

The designers did not submit their 


designs at the end of August, as they 
usually do. to press their demand for 
the committee. One month later, 
they were Informed by the ministry 
that the orders had been cancelled. 
If this situation continues, Israel will 
produce no new stamps next year, 
Caapi said.

‘Gold connection’ court to visit scene

TEL AVIV. — Judge Menahem Ban, 
together with attorneys, police and 
the five accused in the "gold connec- 
tion" case, will visit the apartment 
of defendant Michal Adar on Sunday 
to see where 50 kilos of gold were 
seized by police in July. 

The case involves smuggling 
charges against senior El AI pilot 
'Aklva Pressman, Shalom Baruch. 
Moshe Dublin ger, Yehoshua Weisel 
and Adar. 

The district court judge decided on 
the visit to the scene of the alleged 
crime following yesterday's 
,testimony by two undercover 
policemen who said they saw Adar 


“doing business" with Pressman, 
the El Al pilot, and Weisel, from 
Jerusalem's Mea Shearim quarter, 
to her apartment. 

Adar’s attorney, Mordechai 
Sharir. told the court that this was 
impossible, since no one could have 
seen from the street below what was 
happenings in the apartment. 

Yesterday, the court learned more 
details of the police's surveillance of 
the five accused. The police, disguis- 
ed with false moustaches and wigs, 
told the court they had followed 
Weisel and Dubllnger from 
Jerusalem on July 10, the date the 
men were seized. It also emerged 
that the police concerned belonged to 
the special, narcotics squad. 


Kiryat Arba fence trial reopens 


RAMALLAH (Itim). — The trial of 
10 Kiryat Arba residents, who broke 
down a portion of the fence surroun- 
ding their Hebron suburb last month, 
reopened yesterday in the military 
court here. 

The Kiryat Arba residents, who 
■were protesting what they called the 
cramped living space given to the 
Jewish community that is sited on 


the hill overlooking Hebron, are 
charged with disturbing the peace, 
assaulting a soldier, and damaging 
property. 

The defendants’ attorney said the 
residents, who resisted IDF evacua- 
tion by encircling themselves with a 
ring of fire, were justified to their ac- 
tions because the fence made the 
apartment block neighbourhood into 
a "ghetto." (Itim) 


Pilot killed in Congo 
in ’46 reinterred here 

HAIFA (Itim). — Pilot Shlomo 
Brenner was re interred Sunday In 
the Haifa military cemetery with full 
honours 33 years after be was killed 
to the Belgian Congo on a mission for 
the state. 

He was buried in the Congo. His 
coffin was brought back to Israel last 
week. 

Born in 1924, be came to Israel 
when he was 13 and was one of the 
first to finish pilot training school. 
Under directions from the pre-state 
government, he served with the Free 
French Forces in various capacities. 
He was assigned to AMca to 1946 and 
was killed about two weeks before he 
was due to return to Israel. 


Child sets off bomb — 

3 dead at Tyre camp 

SIDON (Reuter) . — Three children 
were killed and seven injured, one 
seriously, when a schoolboy set off 
what residents said was an unex- 
ploded cluster bomb he was playing 
with. 

They said the children, from a 
school in the Rashidiye refugee 
camp near the South Lebanon port of 
Tyre, were aged between seven and 
12 . 

The boy was playing with the 
bomb, which was said to have been 
dropped in a past Israeli raid, during 
a school break.

Their activities to save Jewish 
lives were brought to the attention of 
Yad Vashem by Xleae Arnold, an 
Australian resident, who was saved 
along with her sister and parents, by 
the Dutch couples. 

The Australian woman and the 
Zuidema couple are currently L. 
Israel and are scheduled to plant the 
trees tomorrow morning. 

Foreign tourism 
brings in $700m. 

Income from foreign tourism will 
amount to 3700m. by the end of 1979, 
a senior official at the Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Ministry said 
yesterday.

Discount Bank workers 
win 21-26% raises 

TEL AVIV. — The management and 
workers' committee of Israel 
Discount Bank have signed a wage 
agreement for the 1979-80 fiscal year 
granting wage hikes ranging from 21 
to 26 per cent, and Increases to fringe 
benefits of 70 to 100 per cent.' Agree- 
ment came on Sunday, after three 
months of heated negotiations and 
sanctions. 

The lowest grades received the 26 
per cent hike, and department heads 
the 21 per cent Increase In pay. The 
situation was reversed for fringe 
benefits, with the lower grades 
receiving the 70 per cent increases, 
and the higher grades 100 per cent. 
However, the fringe benefits amount 
to only a small percentage of the 
total pay and are only upgraded in 
proportion to the cost-of-living index.

As new fighting rages 

Iran ayatollah hints at 
autonomy for Kurds 


Teheran. — A leading Iranian 
ayatollah yesterday expressed the 
readiness of the Iranian authorities 
to respond to the demand of the coun- 
• try’s rebellious Kurdish minority for 
autonomy. 

This was announced by Ayatollah 
Refshanganl. a member of the 
Revolutionary Council, in a state- 
ment over Teheran radio, the Gulf 
News Agency reported. 

Refsh&ngani is slated to take over 
the country's Interior Ministry in the

Mehdl Bazarg&n last week, the radio 
added. His announcement came as 
Kurdish rebels launched & new offen- 
sive on a number of towns in Kur- 
distan province. 

An announcement from the 
Islamic revolutionary guard head- 
quarters In Kermanshah, quoted by 
the official PARS news agency, said* 
a large number ,of people had been 
killed or wounded and that the attack 
was continuing. 

“An all-out attack on the towns of 


Sanandaj, Javanrud, Nousud and 
Saqqez began last night and was con- 
tinuing today," the announcement 
said. "A large number of people 
have been martyred or wounded.” it 
added. The civilian populations of 
the four towns, like the province as a 
whole, are almost entirely Kurdish. 
The towns were captured by Islamic 
revolutionary guards and Iranian 
troops after fighting with Kurdish' 
guerrillas last August. 

Revolutionary guards in Sanandaj 
also told PARS their headquarters in 
the town had been attacked by 
Soviet-made, rocket-propelled 
grenades. Two Kurdish rebels were 
killed and one was wounded, PARS 
quoted the guards as saying. 

The agency said sporadic shooting 
began after dark on Saturday night 
and continued until early yesterday 
morning. 

The office of the Sanandaj educa- 
tion authorities was damaged by an 
explosion, but it was not known 
whether there were casualties, 
PARS said. (AP, Reuter)

‘Pravda’ worried about fuel 


ANKARA (AP). — Turkish Presi- 
dent Fahrl Koruturk yesterday ap- 
proved a minority government 

- cabinet list submitted by Premier 
Suleyman Demirel. 

The new government Is entirely 
made up of parliament members 
from his conservative Justice Party, 
Demirel told reporters after a two- 
hour meeting with Koruturk. 

He said the number of portfolios in 
the government had been reduced to 
28 from the previous 85 in the govern- 
ment of former premier Bulent 
Ecevit. 

Demirel appointed as his foreign 
minister a veteran politician, 
Hayrettin Erkin an, senator from 
Giresun province on the Black Sea 
coast. Erkman served as trade 
minister in the ‘90s in a government 
of former premier Adnan Menderes, 
who was hanged following his down- 
fall In a 1960 military coup. 

Demirel, In his first statement "to ' 
the press as the new prime minister, 
said his minority government would 

- do its best to solve the country's 
overwhelming problems, but “we 
are not promising a stroke of magic 
for finding solutions in a single day. 

' Nobody can do this." 

Political violence, which has 
claimed over 2,000 lives in the past 
two years, and economic problems 
fuelled by high inflation are among 
the main issues facing his govern- 
ment. 

It was the sixth time in 14 years 
that Demirel had taken over as 
prime minister. 

£*Thls time most of the ministers in 
'ms 28 -man cabinet are young and un- 
tried, giving rise to speculation that 
he had selected an interim cabinet 
ami could be hoping to obtain an 
overall majority if early general 


. elections are called next year. Elec- 
tions are not scheduled until 1981. 

Prime Minister Demirel is ex- 
pected to face a vote of confidence in 
10 to 15 days when the government's 
programme is presented. He seemed 
to have no doubts that he could sur- 
vive the expected attacks from 
Ecevtt's RPP; which Is still the 
largest party with 208 deputies. 

Most cities. Including Istanbul and 
Ankara, have dally electricity cuts 
because Turkey, with an acute 
foreign currency shortage, cannot 
import enough oil to fuel power 
stations. 

Various commodities, including 
even the famous Turkish coffee, 
have become scarce. Items ranging 
from margarine to medicine are in 
short supply. 

The Ecevit government negotiated 
agreements with Western financial 
institutions for a loan of nearly $4b., 
but little of the cash has come 
through yet. 

Demirel has said he intends to 
reactivate a system of securing 
short-term loans from Western 
banks to tide over the country until 
the economy recovers. But it was 
this policy when he was previously In 
power which, according to figures 
released by the Ecevit government, 
pushed foreign debts to more than 
fl8b. in three years.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Communist Party daily “Pravda’’ 
yesterday called for strict fuel 
savings and fresh efforts to boost 
sagging production of oil and coal. 

The Kremlin dally, in an unusually 
frank front-page editorial, stopped 
short of using the phrase “energy 
crisis" but left little doubt that the 
nation’s energy position was causing 
serious concern as winter ap- 
proached. 

t ‘Pravda" said the overall situa- 
tion was unsatisfactory and blamed 
the coal and oil ministries for serious 
mistakes in planning and manag in g 
production and controlling capital 


investment. 

It also criticized engineering 
ministries for late deliveries of vital 
equipment and the railways for 
delays in transport. ■ 

“The well-known shortage of oil 
and coal requires the strictest 
economy measures," "Pravda" 
said, emphasizing the need to save 
fuel in the thermal power stations, 
which burn half the country's 
energy. 

The editorial followed widespread 
energy shortages last winter which 
slowed down the economy. and made 
it virtually impossible to meet thin 
year’s targets. 


China a ‘developing nation’ 


BONN (Reuter). — Japan has 
proposed to the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) that China he official- 
ly recognized as a developing coun- 
try, West German government 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said the proposal was 
being discussed yesterday at a 
meeting of a sub-committee of the 
OECD's development aid committee 
in Paris. 

West Germany would not oppose 


the Japanese resolution, the sources 
added. 

The move would entitle China to 
low-interest, long-term loans 
granted by the- world's major non- 
Communist Industrialized countries 
to Third World countries for develop- 
ment projects. 

West Germany was apparently 
relpctant to take the lead In granting 
China developing country status 
because it did not wish to offend the 
Soviet Union. ■ 


Search continues for Suarez aide 


MADRID (UPI). — Hundreds of 
police continued searching yester- 
day for Javier Ruperez, the young 
international relations secretary of 
Premier Adolfo Suarez' government 
party, missing for the past 24 hours 
and believed kidnapped. 

The morning dally “Dlarlo 16" 
reported, police had no firm lead as 
to the identity of Ruperez’ possible 
kidnappers, but believed they might 
be foreigners. 

The paper said police in- 
vestigations centred on Argentinian 


Montoner os, the Pollsarlo guerrillas 
of the Sahara, and supporters of 
Canary Island Independence. 

The Basque separatist guerrillas 
of ETA (Basque Land and Liberty), 
who wounded’ another government 
deputy in an abortive ambush 
earlier this year, also were under 
suspicion, the paper said. ■> - 

Ruperez, 88, went missing early, 
-Sunday morning on his way to a con- 
ference on Spanish-speaking centrist 
parties organized by him in a- down- 
town Madrid hotel. 


TOKYO (Reuter). — A court yester- 
day sentenced to death by 'hanging 
two leaders of an urban guerrilla 
group, convicted of attacks on 
Japanese businesses and plotting to 
assassinate Emperor Hirohlto. 

The condemned men are Maaashi 
Daidojl and ToshiaH Kataoka, both 
81, of the self-styled "East Asia Anti- 
Japanese Armed Front.” 

The group was blamed for 16 bomb 
attacks, one of which killed eight 
people and injured 165. between 1971 
and 1975 as well as an abortive plot to 
Blow up a train carrying the emperor 
In August 1974. 

The court sentenced another group 
member. Yoshimasa Kurok&wa. 81, 
to life imprisonment and - Mariko 
Aral, a 28-year-old woman, to eight 
years’ jail. 

Of four other front members 
arrested in May 1975; one committed 
suicide and three were released and 
left Japan in exchange for the safety 
of hostages captured by the 
Japanese Red Army at the U.S. con- . 
sulate in Kn«i» Lump ur in 1975, and 
aboard a Japanese aircraft over In- . 
dia in 1977. 

Judge Shigehiro Mlnehara said the 
Front's actions were the cruellest in 
Japanese criminal history. Be 
ordered the defendants out of court ■ 
for abusive and disorderly conduct 
during the sentencing. 


‘The Times’ set 
to reappear after 

year-old strike 

LONDON (Reuter). — Britain's 
oldest daily newspaper,. "The 1 
Times," appears again today after 
being absent from the newsstands 
for nearly a year due to Fleet 
Street's worst labour dispute. 

A spokesman for the newspaper 
said the presses would roll despite a 
rumpus over which workers should 
press the button on new machinery 
for stacking the paper ha It comes off 
the press. 

This was a minor aspect of a com- 
plex dispute over new technology, 
staff cuts and unofficial stoppages' 
which led management to suspend 
publication of "The Times" audits 
sister journals last November 90. 

Other newspapers welcomed 
settlement of the dispute last month, 
but since then several have said they 
are worried about its high cost In pay 
Increases to printers and journalists. 

The settlement covered produc- 
tivity, manning, pay and working 
arrangements. But it left unresolved 
the controversial question of 
whether reporters and advertising 
clerks will ever be able to aet copy by 
filing into a computer.

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MISSISSAUGA, Ontario. — A pall of 
noxious smoke hung over this Toron- 
to suburb yesterday after a train 
derailment released deadly chlorine J 
gas into the air and forced the 
biggest evacuation in Canadian 
history. 

Nearly a quarter of a million peo- 
ple were ordered from their homes 
on Sunday night after seven tanker 
cars carrying chlorine and other gas- 
es e xplod ed Jn flames. 

“ MfeHgHfers yesterday said that 
they had the flames under control, 
but. it was not known when the 
evacuated residents might be able to 
return to their h omes . 

Many of the 220,000 people 
evacuated from Mississauga, an In- 
dustrial city on the fringes of Toron- 
to, and adjacent Oakville spent the 
night on cots in schools and at a 
hastily-assembled refugee camp set 
up at the Toronto International Cen- 
tre. 

Babies in Incubators, mothers In 
labour and bedridden Invalids were 
among more .than' 1,000 patients 
transferred from Mississauga to 
other hospitals. 

An estimated 200 ambulances 
were brought in from as far away as 
Kingston, 193 km. east of Toronto. 
Relatives picked up patients well 
enough to go home and public buses 
were used to transfer others to 
hospitals in Toronto and Hamilton, 
some 64 kms distant. 

Staff members from the Toronto 
Hospital for Sick . Children took 
equipment and portable incubators 
to Mississauga General to help 
transfer 40 babies. 

A railway spokesman a aid the 


freight train hod derailed “after a 
bearing overheated on one. of the 
cars and caused an axle to break." 

Throughout Sunday, authorities 
repeatedly widened evacuation 
boundaries until 8.30 p.m^ (3.30 
Israel time yesterday) when 
authorities said winds were expected 
to shift and everyone had to leave a 
130 square km area encompassing 
the entire city of Mississauga. - 
Carrying bundles of clothes and 
blankets, children and pets, 
Mississauga residents left by cars 
and special buses as they sought 
shelter in private houses in 
neighbouring Brampton, an ultra- 
modern shopping mall, a huge inter- 
national trade complex and area 
schools. 

Ontario Solicitor-General Roy 
McMurtry said the mass evacuation . 
order was only a precaution and the 
escaping chlorine gas posed no im- 
mediate danger to health. "You can 
be sure that we’re going to err on tee 
side of most extreme caution," he 
said. 

Eighteen of the tanker cars 
carried dangerous chemicals — 
chlorine, propane, tudlene and 
caustic soda. Eleven contained up to 
30,000 gallons of propane each, and 
one held the chlorine destined for a 
northern Ontario pulp mill. 

Explosions shattered windows In. 
nearby homes and shook houses In a 
radius of 16 kms. Flames sliot hun- 
dreds of feet Into the air and could be . 
seen 40 kms away. "It's like daylight 
out here," one resident said. "The 
sky is all, lit up, our house shook like 
an ea r thquake." (AP, Reuter)

Be seeing 
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Hussein seeks to unite 
Arabs at next summit 


By JULIET PEARCE 
AMMAN. — Jordan's King Hussein 
is trying to persuade fellow Arabs to 
adopt a positive and united strategy 
in the fade of American peace- 
making moves in the Middle East. 
It is an ambitious task, in view of 
• the .traditional Arab inability to pull 
together, and will face Its first test at 
the November 20 Arab summit in 
Tunis. 

Already described by Arab pundits 
as a "milestone" and "summit of the- 
century,” the meeting of Arab heads 
of state has an historic significance : 
in the Moslem calendar, the opening 
date will be Hoharmm i, MOO — the 
start of a new century. Hussein 
would like this to be a century of real 
Arab unity and concrete action. 

During the.past two weeks he has 
travelled to Iraq. Syria and Saudi 
Arabia, the latter trip combined with 
the hajj — annual pilgrimage to 
Mecca. In his official statements, he 
has .denied having a specific plan for 
the Tunis summit. All he wants, he 
says, is for the Arabs to sit down 
together to clarity their views and 
"t hi n k in a positive way" a year 
after the Baghdad summit which re- 
jected the Camp David agreements. 

At Baghdad, the Arabs agreed to 
boycott Egypt for its peace treaty 
with Israel but offered no alternative 
strategy toward the permanent 
peace which continues to elude the 
Middle East. 

Hussein feels strongly the time has 
come to consider new proposals, par- 
ticularly In view of the stalemate In 
the talks on the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip autonomy. 

Hussein himself denies that he Is a 
rejectioniat. "I haven't been a rejec- 
tionist in terms' of rejecting 
anything," he says. "There hasn't 
been anything that makes sense that 
I could have accepted." 

While Egypt and Syria, profiting 
from - American initiatives, have- 
managed to recover -some of their 
territory from Israel — through the 
dlii engagement agreements — Jor- 
dan's: claim to "recovering" part of 
the West Bank bad been rejected. 

Associates say that his disappoint- 
ment with lack of American 
pressure an Israel pushed- him 


towards the ‘'rejectioniat" Arabs. 
He has shown the U.S. that, 
despite American subsidies, he la no 
longer - Washington's ' “tame little 
king/* And he. has shown the 
Arabs that, seven years after ousting 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion ffom Jordan in 1971 as a result of 
a bloody civil war, he Is ready to es- 
pouse the “Arab cause" with all Its 
consequences. 

• ■ Unlike most Arabs, Hussein la not 
given to rhetoric. He likes specific 
programmes and concrete action.' 
Many observers doubt that the Arab 
world Is ripe for such an approach. 

During the past year Jordan has 
been active on the Arab and world 
scene, mainly in resuming dialogue 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and promoting the 
PLO as spokesman for the 
Palestinians. 

Jordan's preoccupation with the 
Palestinians is attributed to the fact 
that 60 per cent of Hussein's 2.6 
minion subjects are Palestinians. 

Because of his firm action against 
the PLO in 1970-71, they are no 
longer a troublesome element. 
Indeed they contribute to the coun- 
try's prosperity — an exodus of 
Palestinian workers to the oil- 
producing Gulf states has brought a 
lot of money to the refugee camps.. 

Television sets and washing 
machines have found their way to : 
miserable shacks which remain a 
symbol of a lost homeland. 

. The fact that the national 
aspirations of a large portion of Jor- 
dan's population have been un- 
satisfied Is a serious problem for 
Jordanian diplomacy. Jordan's 
leeway on the International scene Is 
further hampered by the kingdom’s 
small size and its reliance on' aid 
.from the U.S. and several conser- 
vative Arab countries. 

Yet the King’s prestige is con- 
siderable, mainly due to the fact that 
he has maintained the country’s 
oohesion and Internal security, at the 
same time launching Jordan on the. 
road to relative prosperity. Whether 
his point of view will prevail at the 
''summit of the century" remains to 
be seen. '

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The kind of 
incidents 
Sadat could 
do without

CAIRO. — Egyptians expect Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's trip to Mt. Sinai 
next Monday end the subsequent 
recovery of the Alma oil fields later 
this month to make up for the lack of 
rejoicing that marked last month. 
There was little to rejoice in Oc- 
tober, the usual month during which 
Egyptians have been celebrating the 
accomplishment of their goals dur- 
ing the 1978 Middle East war. 

To start with, four of President 
Sadat's best pilota were killed train- 
ing for a fly-past which was to 
* feature in the October military 
parade. Their aircraft, two Phantom 
fighters, were part of Washington's 
8700 million military aid package to 
Egypt. 

A few days later there was an ugly 
clash of wills between the army and 
the police, sparked off by the arrest 
of a "high-class prostitute." 

She turned out to be the wife of a 
senior army officer, but the police 
would not let her go, even though the 
enraged husband surrounded Cairo's 
Dokld police station with a company 
of armed soldiers. 

The police station is only a few 
hundred yards from the.* Giza 
presidential -palace and the woman 
was released only after the reported 
direct intervention of the President 
himself. 

It was the kind of incident Sadat 
could have done without. He has 
enough- worries, one of which, the 
economy, is turning Into a major 
headache for the government. 

For most of October commodities 
such as rice, locally produced soap 
and cigarettes all but disappeared 
from the market. Official ex- 
planations — hoarding and the non- 
availability of raw materials — were 
received with universal disbelief. 
The Egyptian public is In a restive 
! -mood, displaying the kind of dis- 
satisfaction that has not been in 
evidence since the January 1977 food 
riots that nearly brought down the 
government. 

As a result, Sadat la preparing for 
a reshuffle of the government at the 
end of the month. Ministers in a 
shaky position include MaJ.-Gen. 
N&b&wi Ismail, the tough but 
likeable Minister of the Interior, who 
was held responsible for the army- 
police confrontation. 

Those scheduled for promotion in- 
clude. Mahmoud Abdullah, secretary 
of tlie ruling National Democratic 
Party’s Alexandria branch, and 
Mansour Hassan, Minister of State 
at the Presidency.. Hassan, a former 
businessman, is the exponent of 
Sadat's open-door economic policies.

Saudis foil Khomeini supporters

SAUDI SECURITY has foiled a bid 
by Iranian Moslems to disrupt this 
year's pilgrimage to Mecca, sources 
close to the Saudi royal family report 
in Riyadh. 

According to these reports, Saudi 
Intelligence learned that the '80,000- 
Strong Iranian contingent, which 
arrived far the three-day ritual on 
October 27, planned to stage pro- 
Khomeini demonstrations and. had 
come abundantly supplied with 
political literature. 

By -raising the Ayatollah's stan- 
dard,- by denouncing "Western Im- 
perialism," and perhaps stampeding 
the other pilgrims, they risked caus- 
ing grave embarrassment to the 
Saudis, who are the guardians of 


Islam's holy places and who want, at 
all costs, to avoid a confrontation 
with their turbulent Iranian 
neighbours. 

The Saudis . say that the distur- 
bances were planned not only for 
Mecca, home of the Ka'ba, the 
granite eanctuary which, for 
Moslems, is the religious centre of 
the universe, but also at Arafa, a 
wide plain some 20 kilometres to the 
east, where the great assembly of 
pilgrims "stand" before God for an 
afternoon in what la considered the 
essential ceremony of the 
pilgrimage. 

To head off this threat, the Saudis 
deployed the army along the 
pilgrims' route, while the Minister 
for Religious Endowments called on 
the bead of the Iranian contingent to 


convey a welcome from King Ehaled 
of Saudi Arabia but also a firm war- 
ning that political demonstrations 
would not be tolerated. 

Saudi police confiscated an es- 
timated one million photographs of 
Ayatollah Khomeini together with 
large numbers of leaflets, banners 
and loudh&Uers. 

In spite of these measures, a hand- 
ful of Iranians diti manage to 
demonstrate, but they were rounded 
up and deported to Teheran on board 
a giant C-130 transport plane of the 
-Saudi Air Force. 

It Is understood that the Ayatollah 
had sent Kfcng'Khaled an apology and 
an undertaking that the Incident 
would be investigated and the guilty 
brought to trial.

Iraqi-Syrian merger scheme seen ‘dead’

BAGHDAD. — Announced with con- 
siderable fanfare a year ago, the 
proposed union of Iraq and Syria has 
followed a long series of previous 
Arab alliances into the rubbish bln of 
history. 

"Relations between Syria and Iraq 
are normal," said Hassan T&walbe, 
a senior official at the Information 
Ministry here. "There are am- 
bassadors, there la trade, there are 
open borders. There Is no movement 
towards union now but that does not 
mean it will never take place." 

A Western diplomat provided, a 
more succinct assessment; “The un- 
ion is as dead as a dodo." 

On October 26 last year, the 
leaders of Iraq and Syria signed an 
agreement to end more than a 
decade of hostility between their 
countries and merge them Into a 
single state with a population of 
some 20 million and armed forces 
almost half a million strong. 

The accord was hailed here and In 
Damascus as a turning point in Arab 
history — which la full of abortive 
mergers. Over the past two decades, 
.Egypt. Jordan, Syria, Iraq, North 
Yemen, South Yemen, Libya and 
Tunisia have all been Involved In 
failed unions. 

One of the most durable unions 
was the United Arab Republic of 
Egypt and Syria which lasted three 
and a half years. The moat fleeting 
union so far was that of Tunisia and 
Libya which lasted less than 24 
hours. 

The countries of the Arab world 
share a common language, religion 
and heritage. But political rivalries, 
many rooted deep in history, have 
proved stronger than the obvious 
factors in favour of unity. 

Iraq and Syria burled an 
acrimonious 10 -year feud last year In 
reaction tD the Camp David 
agreements between President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt, Premier 
Menahem Begin, and President 
Jimmy Carter. Both countries felt 
serious threatened by the accord, 
followed by the Egyptlan-Zsraell 
peace pact last March. 

The reconciliation paved the way 
for last year's Arab summit meeting 
in .Baghdad which decided os a 
political and economic boycott of 
Egypt as punishment for its 
"treason" to the Arab cause. All but 
three Arab states — Oman, Sudan 
and Somalia — severed ties with 
Cairo. 

Now, a few days before another 
Arab summit Is scheduled for Tunis, 
there is no longer* any pretence that 
Iraq and Syria could serve as a 
model for Arab unity. 

The Arab world's -two biggest 
military powers apart from Egypt, 
Iraq and Syria are ruled by rival 
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President Assad 

wings of the Baath party whose 
ideology provides for the unity of all 
Arabs from the Atlantic to the Gulf. 

Never given much chance of 
success by foreign diplomats here, 
the Iraqi-Syrian. merger project 
collapsed last July, shortly after 42- 
y ear-old Saddam Hussein succeeded 
the ailing Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr as 
president of Iraq. 

On July 28, Baghdad announced 
the discovery of a conspiracy 
against the leadership. Some 66 par- 
ty leaders and government officials 
were arrested. Eleven days later, 21 
were executed by firing squad. 

Although the Iraqis never made 
any public allegations, they 
presented Arab governments with 
videotapes of court proceedings and 
leadership sessions designed to show 
that the alleged conspirators were 
acting on behalf of the Syrian 
government. 

Since July 28, Syria has vanished 
from the state-controlled Iraqi 
media. “In Stalin's Russia," said a 
Western diplomat, "you had non- 
persons. Here they have progressed 
to the Invention of the non-country. 
Syria just ceased to exist as far as 
the media are concerned." 

In contrast to the official Iraqi 
silence on the subject of unity, 
Syrian President Hafez Assad has in- • 
directly blamed the Iraqis for the 
failure of the merger attempt. 

In an interview with the West Ger- 


man news magazine "Der Spiegel" 
late last August, Assad said that 
merger attempts had In fact led to 
nothing and added: "Perhaps it Is 
necessary and advisable to let time 
pass until our brothers In Iraq are 
willing to rejoin the common path." 

There is no sign that they are 
preparing to do so. But officials here 
stress that the present state of 
relations Is an Improvement on the 
situation before the unity agreement 
was signed In this sprawling city on 
the banks of the Tigris river. 

Then, the government-run Syrian 
media routinely referred to Iraq's 
leaders as "the Baghdad killer 
regime." The standard Iraqi label 
for the Syrian government was 
"Alawt family clique," a reference 
to the predominance of members of 
the minority Moslem Alawlte sect in 
key positions in Syria. 

Iraqi ^officials and a number of 
senior Western diplomats say there 
Is little prospect of the two countries 
returning to the hostile relations of 
before, when the borders were clos- 
ed and flights between Damascus 
and Baghdad suspended. 

“Iraq has reached a certain 
political maturity," said a Western 
diplomat, "which goes with Its enor- 
mous oil wealth and its aspirations to 
a leadership role In the Arab world 
and the non-aligned movement. 

"The leadership appears to have 
realized that too many verbal battles 
with one's neighbours spoil the lm-

age of respectability they ore trying 
to project." 

Others are not so certain. The 
Baghdad press keeps attacking Iran, 
Iraq’s powerful neighbour to the 
east, In language reminiscent of the 
earlier propaganda war with Syria. 

Almost dally, the Iranian 
revolutionaries who chased the Shah 
from power are accused of 
massacres and slaughters, of 
weakness and impotence, of sub- 
jugation to the United States. 

Iraq and Syria are now on a clear 
collision course on a number -of 
issues, including their attitude 
towards the Ayatollah Ruholl&h 
Khomeini and his Islamic followers. 

While Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul-Hallm Khaddam last month 
toured the small Arab states of the 
Gulf in a mission of mediation 
between them and Iran, President 
Saddam Hussein cabled messages to 
Kuwait and Bahrain offering 
assistance against "external 
. aggression." 

And while Iranian Vice-Premier 
Sadeq Tabataba’l enlisted the Syrian 
president's good offices with the 
Arab Gulf states and visited Bahrain 
together with Khaddam, the Iraqi 
media stepped up their attacks on 
the Iranian government. 

The Syrian president Is to visit 
Teheran later this month In another 
gesture of support for the Iranians 
likely to be viewed with displeasure 
here.

TEL AVIV. — The new executive 
board of M&gen David Adorn has 
resolved one five-month-old 
problem for the troubled organisa- 
tion by choosing Sgan Aluf (res.) 
Amltzur Kflr as Its new director- 
general — but numerous other 
problems still remain. * 

The position lay vacant for almost 
half a year due to the virtual 
collapse of the MDA management. 
Kfi’r, a former deputy commander in* 
the IDF Manpower Division and a 
former consul in New York, was 
finally chosen on Sunday for the top 
MDA job. 

But his appointment came over the 
objection of the MDA works com- 
mittee and several high-ranking of- 
ficials in the organization who 
.favoured the appointment of Haim 
D&gan, the acting director-general 
for the past five months. 

Kflr will have to overcome their 
antagonism If he is to succeed In 
rehabilitating the badly battered 
emergency health service. 

A Jerusalem Post investigation 
shows that although the threat of 
branches collapsing appears to have 
been averted and the national blood 
bank crisis has been temporarily 
overcome, the underlying problems 
facing MDA still remain.

The organization's relations with 
the Health Ministry and with the 
U.S. Friends of MDA, on which it 
depends for financial support, are 
poisoned by mutual distrust and 
suspicion. MDA also appears to have 
totally lost the confidence of the 
Israeli public. 

Last week, MDA postponed Its 
lottery scheduled for this month until 
December because insufficient 
tickets have been sold. The lottery 
was designed to bring the ' organiza- 
tion some IL28m. — a bo per cent 
decrease in real terms on last year's 
level. 

MDA spokesman Moahe Dayan 
told The Poet that the organization, 
did not- have enough money to adver- 
tise the lottery and he therefore 
doubted whether many more tickets 
would be sold In the next month. 

"We have appealed to mayors and 
other public figures to encourage' 
people to buy tiokets,” he said. "But 
the fact Is that our previous sup- 
porters have simply stopped suppor- 
ting us." 

MDA's future, meanwhile, to a 
large degree depends on the im- 


plementation of the recommen- 
dations of an inter-ministerial com- 
mittee which recently advised that 
the organization be centralized, with 
Individual branches being brought 
under the control of the central - 
headquarters. 

It also recommended that more 
authority be put into the hands of the 
paid profession &ls headed by the 

director-general, at the expense of' 
the volunteers on the executive com- . 
mlttee and council who have run the 
organisation until now. . 

Lastly, the report charged the 
Health Ministry and the government * 
with balancing the organization's 
budget. 

MDA is running at a monthly loss 
of ILSm.' Chairman Mordechai ' 
Degani yesterday told The Post that 
the organization anticipates an ac-. 
cumulated' debt of ILlOOm. by the 
end of the financial year. The Health 
Ministry was budgeted to give MDA 
ILl2m. this year but so far has 
supplied HA 7m., under pressure of 
crises such as that which temporari- 
ly closed three MDA branches in 
September.

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MAX HEILMANN and a friend 
recently made a pilgrimage to 
Judaism’s holiest shrine, the 
Western Wall, where HeUmann, a 
tourist from Brussels removed a 
piece of paper from bis pocket, 
scribbled a message on it and in- 
serted it in a crack In the wall while 
his friend photographed the event. 

"I see people placing notes in the 
wall all the time," Hellmann said. 
“I've been told that If you do It, your 
prayers will be answered." 

Placing notes in the Wall has 
become a popular method of com- 
municating with God. 

Some contain requests, others 
elaborate expressions of gratitude 
and faith. 8ome notes are signed, 
others anonymous. Whatever the 
case, aside from the many miracles 
attributed to the Western Wall, how 
the cracks accommodate the 
thousands messages left in It seems 
itself a miracle. 

There la a common misconception 
that the practice of placing notes in 
the Wall derives from ancient pagan 
customs, or that it la related to visits 
to other shrines, such as Elijah’s 
Cave, where prayers are offered for 
specific requests. This, however, Is 
not the case, and contemporary rab- 
binical sources offer explanations 
within Jewish tradition. Some say 
the practice dates back to the 
wanderings of the Children of Israel . 
In the Sinai desert; they gave notes 
to Moses to facilitate their bring 
counted at census time. Another ex- 
planation, accepted by nearly all 
contemporary scholars, is that the:-, 
custom derives from the hasridim, ' 
who give notes to their rabbis to re- 
mind them to pray for the recovery 
of a sick person, to ask for 
sustenance, or for similar requests. 
The Wall notes, therefore, are in- 
tended to "remind" God to answer 
the requests written on them. 

Whether, in fact. Jewish law per- 
mits — or even encourages — the 
practice of placing notes in the Wall 
depends upon which contemporary 
rabbinical source one consults. 
Opinions range from absolutely per- 
mitted to absolutely prohibited. 

- While making it clear that Wall 
notes are no substitute tor genuine 
faith. Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef has 
said "there Is absolutely no 
prohibition" of the practice. He cited 
a Midrash saying that God’s 
presence "never departs from the

the Wall. 

Rabbi Yehuda Gets, the Rabbi of the 
Western Wall, also says the notes are 
completely permissible and that any 
request is legitimate. As for the giv- 
ing of charity. Rabbi Getz pointed 
out that "charity is a mitsrva, with or 
without notes." 


OTHER contemporary authorities 
discourage the custom, while others 


ban It altogether. R&bbl Bezalel 
Zolti, Chief Rabbi In Jerusalem, is 
among the former. He said that the 
late Chief Rabbi Kook was careful 
not to even approach--^- much less 
touch ■ — the Wall, because he held It 
to be part of the Temple itself, not 
simply an outer' wall, as some 
scholar* have maintained. ' Rabbi 
Kook opined, said Rabbi Zolti, that 
even touching the Wall was 
prohibited because . of Its sanctity 
and the ritual uncleanllness of .every 
man. On the other Jiand, some an- 
cient authorities -completely permit 
approaching and touching the Wall, 
Rabbi Zolti noted. . 

As for his own view. Rabbi Zolti 
declared that "the Important thing is 
to pray to God. The Wall is the place 
where prayers are accepted, but the 
Important thing is not the notes; God 
doesn't need notes." The Talmud 
says that God wants "the heart of 
man," not notes, he said. 

‘ "It ia permitted to ask for anything 
(while praying at the. Western 
Wall)," Rabbi Zolti said, adding, 
"but not through notes." 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren went a step further. He 
himself has never placed a note in 
the Wall, and he said that he would 
discourage the "faithful," l.e., 
devout Jews who obey the Tara's 
commandments and 'who pray 
diligently three times daily, from do- 
ing so. 

‘ ‘Prayer is more effective from the 
point of- view of Jewish law than 
writing," he said. Writing notes "is 
necessary, and does 
h Jewish attitudes 
prayer." t'- 

other authorities ban the writing 
of notes altogether, claiming that it 
is a form of idol worship, and the 
basis for their view is found in 
Maiznonides, Chapter 1 of "The 
.Laws of Idol Worship." They con- 
clude that placing botes in the Wall is 
the equivalent to aggrandizing and 
praying to the stones of the Tfemple, 
a form of idol worship, strictly 
prohibited by Jewish law. * 

According to the rabbi of the Wall, 
Rabbi Getz, the notes placed there 
are accorded the same status as all 
old, worn-out, ready-to-be- 
dis carded, holy Jewish artifacts.

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Club for 
singles

THE VOLUNTEER organizers of a 
new Jerusalem singles’ club for the 
over-40 aren't afraid of bring snobs. 

"We don't accept everyone, only 
I those who are on a high intellectual 
level." says Martha Ben-Dor, an 
English teacher with teenage 
children who Is volunteer chairman 
of the "Jerusalem Social Singles 
Group." 

Even if you are unmarried, over 40 
and on a "Ugh intellectual level," 
you won't necessarily get invited to 
its twice-monthly meetings. Its five 
.board members- meet before each 
event, and according to the number' 
of men they know will attend, the 
hoard invites an equal number of 
women. All Invitations are extended 
by telephone. 

"There really isn’t a shortage of 
such men in Jerusalem," says the 


chairman, "but they’re harder to 
find. Few men are ready to admit 
that they have nothing to do but sit at 
night in front of the television." 

The group ia a reincarnation of 
'.‘Parents Without Partners,'" a 
social group founded about seven 
years ago by English-speaking ollm. 
That group eventually disbanded 
and Ben-Dor and her friends decided 
to open an independent, non-profit 
club for all kinds of unmarried*, not 
only widowed or divorced parents. 

Not strictly a matchmaking group, 
according to Ben-Dor. the club 
organizes events that Include lec- 
tures on topics from white-collar 
crime (delivered by a police expert) 
to a psychiatrist’s talk about the 
problems of a single In middle age. 
After a coffee break, there is dan- 
cing or conversation. All events are 
held on Saturday nights so Sabbath- 
observant Jews may also attend. - 

Each person invited pays about 
EL35-50 to cover expenses. The group 
gets no outside funding. Starting 
next month, the club will have the 
use of the Be’eri Club in Rehov 
Alharixi. thus giving it more -room 
than it had in the private homes 
where it used to meet.

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Haifa still as far from a 


new outline plan as ever

HAIF A. — After more than 11 years 
°t changes, discussions and plain 
8tall5n S , 1 approval of the city’s new 
outline plan has again been delayed. 
The Jerusalem Pott learned this 
week. The District Building Com- 
mittee has raised new objections to 
the plan and ordered It to be chang- 
ed. At the present pace, city 
engineers estimate it may take 
another five years at least before it 
goes into force. 

Meanwhile, Haifa Is still bound to 
an outline plan which dates back to 
Mandatory times (1934), frequently 
amended throughout the years. Ac- 
cording to city engineer Slmcha 
Schwartz, it has long ceased to be 
relevant and adapting the city’s 
growth to the plan was the most ab- 
surd task an engineer could be asked 
to undertake. 

The new plan came off the drawing 
boards In 1998, when its long journey 
through bureaucratic channels for 
official approval began. It has been 
changed several times until a final 
version was agreed upon by the 
District Building Committee last 
year. 


r “They asked us then to perform a 
number of changes,'.' plan coor- 
dinator Hava Lujon told The Post. 
"It took us about IS months to do so 
and by May 27, we thought we had It 
made. The plan was made public and 
tabled at a city council meeting, for 
questioning and inquiries. By now it 
Bhould have left our office for final 
approval at the Interior Ministry In 
Jerusalem." 

However, the District Building 
Committee has come out again with 
further requests, she added. "This 
time they want changes of a very 
basic nature. If we cannot convince 
them they are unnecessary, we shall 
have to redraw the whole plan — 
which would take a very long time." 

That isn't all, Lujon added. The 
plan needs prior approval from the 
Local Building Committee — but 
every time it gets back to them It is 
to an entirely new committee, which 
also takes time to study all the 
issues. "We need an updated, 
realistic outline plan for Haifa here 
and now, but with those lengthy trips 
back and forth to the local and dis- 
trict committees, it will probably 
take years before we have one," she 
said.

VIENNA (Reuter). — Opec 
economic experts yesterday began 
charting a pricing strategy that is 
widely expected to lead to still 
higher oil costs in the coming year. 

The 13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
faces mounting pressure both from 
member states seeking higher 
revenues and from customers on the 
open market, willing to pay 820 more 
than Opec's top price for a barrel of 
oil. 

The Opec economic commission 
met at the organisation's Vienna 
headquarters to consider what of- 
ficials described as a range of op- 
tions in a highly uncertain and 
volatile market. 

The experts, representing all 13 
Opec governments, were expected to 
meet for about five days, analysing 
all aspects of petroleum financing. 
They will make recommendations 
for a price-fixing conference of Opec 
oil ministers at Caracas on 
December 17. 

Opec spokesman Hamid Zaheri 
said it was premature to say whether 
the oil ministers will raise the cost of 
an average barrel of Opec oil above 
the present official ceiling of $23.60. 

Zaheri said the oil ministers would 
be influenced by "many different 
things, many factors," when they 
decide whether or not prices should ■ 
be raised for 1930. 

Other Opec sources said It was 
almost inevitable the ministers 
would announce higher prices, 
possibly In a staggered fashion, as 
they did last December, when they 
ended a two-year Opec price freeze. 

Since the $23.50 celling for a 159- 


litre barrel was set by Opec In June, 
three member countries — Algeria, 
the Libyan J&xnahlriy&h and Nigeria 
— have broken the price harrier, and 
"spot" oil on the Rotterdam market 
has sold for up to $43. 

Senior Opec officials blamed the 
spiralling open market costs on what 
they called "crazy stockpiling" by 
Western consumers. 

They said current high rates could 
force Saudi Arabia, traditionally 
reluctant to raise prices, to endorse 
demands for across-the-board in-' 
creases for all types of Opec oil. 

Saudi Arabia, the world's biggest 
oil exporter, is still selling at $18 per 
barrel, Opec's price. 

Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed Yamanl 
said last month that Opec might 
succeed in holding prices steady, 
provided there was no cut in Iranian 
production. Iranian supplies are un- 
certain, following a 5 per cent cut- 
back announced by Teheran last 
week. 

Officials at Opec headquarters 
said they thought a further price 
freeze was highly unlikely. They said 
Opec was producing about 30.6m. 
barrels a day, 800,000 more than last 
year's average, and that Western 
stockpiling was therefore un- 
justified. 

Opec oil ministers have raised 
prices at each of their three last 
meetings. 

' Opec's current president, Oil 
Minister Mana Said Al-OteJba, of the 
United Arab Emirates, said last' 
month prices must rise, but the in- 
creases should he gradual and not as 
high as some Opec members 
wanted. ‘ 


Britain to make 


oil from coal 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain, 
which has vast coal reserves, is to 
build two pilot plants to make oil 
from, the coal under a programme In- 
tended to involve large-scale com- 
mercial production In the 1999 b, the 
government has announced. 

The National Coal Board has 
already made petrol from coal In 
research laboratories. The pilot 
projects, to be sited in Scotland, will 
produce about 10 tons a day of liquid 
products like those from an . oil 
'refinery. * 

They will he&t coal to a 
temperature of around 400 degrees 
centigrade. "We are determined to 
be ready with the production of , li- 
quid fiiels from coal to help solve the 
inevitable problems which wifi arise 
in the 1990s. when crude oil supplies 
will be unable to match the 
demand," Coal Board Chairman -Sir 
Derek Ezra said. 

"The result of successful pioneer- 
ing work already carried out is that' 
we have made petrol from coal. We 
have tested It in cars and other ways, 
and dow is the time to scale up the ‘ 
processes." 


Gas leak detector. 


Jerusalem Fort Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A local company. Bar- 
Eh, has developed a gas leak detector 
invented by an Israeli, Yanlv 
Rosener. who was shocked at the 
number of deaths and damage caus- 
ed by such leaks. 

The company makes seven 
models, , starting from a small 
household unit costing IL2.800. This 
model has a loud alarm which starts 
clanging the minute Its sensors smell 
gas.

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Knesset victory for reason 


THE KNESSET applauded itself yesterday afternoon, after 
* chairman Shamir announced the result of the vote on the bill to 
repeal the “social clause" In the Abortion Act, and it now 
deserves applause here as well. 

Reason and good sense won, even if by the narrowest of 
margins. Special credit for this victory is due to those coalition 
Knesset Members who Insisted on voting their consciences, and 
would not toe the party line. 

Israel's Abortion Law was a measure long overdue when it 
, was enacted three years ago . The law does not provide for abor- 
tion on demand, but only sanctions abortion, at public expense, 
where the physical, psychological — and social — grounds 
warrant it. Similar — if not more far-reaching — legislation has 
. already been enacted on this matter by nearly all progressive 
countries around the world. 

CTor this country to now repeal the “social clause” would have 
been a lamentably retrograde step. 

If yesterday's vote causes Agudat Yisrael to make good its 
threat to withdraw support from the Government by way of 
retaliation, thus perhaps toppling it, the Government has only 
itself to blame. For the foul bargain with the Aguda should not 
have been struck in the fijpst place. 


Buying off Gush Emunim 


AT THE MEETING that the residents of Ellon Moreh finally 
condescended to have with Defence Minister Weizman on Sun- 
day, the statement was made that Gush Emunim would not lend 
a hand to the dismantling of Jewish settlementa. 

This was by way of clarifying the position of the Gush on the 
High Court order for the evacuation of Ellon Moreh by October 
22, and the Government’s plan for the removal of the residents 
to a “permanent site*’ at Jebel Kebir, 8 kilometres from there. 

The Government, for its part, is still keeping Its fingers cross- 
ed. It is hoping that what might be called wiser counsels will 
prevail; and that the “moderates" will induce the “extremists” 
to quit without an open clash. This, however, requires some real 
payoff for the “moderates." 

What the Government thinks it must do is persuade the 
“moderates" that it means business when it speaks of the right 
of the Jewish People to all of Eretz Yisrael — to settle it, and not 
to be taken off Jt. 

On the face of it, what the Government did was to endorse a 
formula, pulled out of a hat as it were by Premier Begin, that 
seemed to reconcile the opposed viewpoints of Mr. Weizman and 
Agriculture Minister Sharon. Mr. Weizman favours a small 
number of large urban Jewish concentrations In Judea and 
Samaria, that will not overly Irritate the local Arab population. 

Mr. Sharon much prefers as large a number of outposts .as 
possible, even if his critics should deride them as Potemkin 
villages — precisely so as to make the Jewish presence In- 
escapably visible everywhere. If this provokes the Arabs, it 
may only mean, in Sharon's view, that they are unfit to live un- 
der Israel rule. 

What Mr. Begin proposed, and what the Cabinet accepted, 
was that existing settlements should be expanded by additional 
population — and that, at the same time, new settlements 
should be established. 

Thus both Mr. Weizman and Mr. Sharon could rightly feel 
they had won a kind of victory. 

Chi closer Inspection, the distinction between the Weizman 
and* the Sharon tactical plans does not add up to any great 
strategic difference. Mr. Weizznan’z deputy, MordechaJ Zipori, " 
speaks openly of settlement in the “liberated territories' ' (while 
also in effect justifying Israel’s right, as an occupying power, to 
banish Nablus Mayor Shaka). 

Mr. Sharon never ceases to speak of the territories in terms of 
their liberation (while pointedly suggesting last week that, If he 
had the power he would have kicked Mr. Shaka out right away 
and — by implication. — let the High Court go fly a -kite). 

Leaders of Herut both, Mr. Weizman and Sharon hope to 
preempt the autonomy by establishing the Jews' inalienable 
right to settle in the areas reserved for it, and in permanence. 
But whereas Mr. Weizman hopes this will not kill the autonomy, 
Mr. Sharon plainly does not care. 

It is surely not inconceivable that the joining together of their 
disparate programmes will please Gush E m uni m , and those 
who support it. Hie question is, can the nation take it. 

. If one believes that Judea and Samaria can be kept forever 
Israel's, the answer is, yes. But if one does not so believe, nor 
expect Jewish settlers to consent to live there under foreign 
rule, then Mr. Be gin's clever formula amounts to nothing but a 
waste of national resources and a danger to the nation. 

The “Panthers” who Invaded Moshav Elazar, in the Efzlon 
Bloc, Sunday afternoon to protest the diversion of funds from 
the Katamonim to West Bank 'Villas" came to the wrong place, 
and behaved abominably. But the answer to their argument will 
not come out of the barrels of the settlers' guns — which, 
miraculously, hurt no one on that occasion. 

Indeed, if the mindless settlement drive in Judea and Samaria 
continues, let alone is stepped up, the Etzion Bloc itself, which is 
a legitimate Jewish possession, may eventually find itself 
lumped together with the Potemkin villages as candidate for 
dismantling, in the manner of Yamlt. 
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WHAT created the energy crisis? 
The answer is that the oil needed in 
the West is produced in the Middle 
East and its rulers are holding the 
West to ransom. Until 1953, more 
than half of the world's crude oil was 
produced in the U.S. This biggest 
consumer and producer of 
petroleum holds a key position for in- 
creasing production and reducing 
consumption. 

The search for oil is known to be a 
risky business. A dry hole means 
complete loss.of the funds invested In 
its drilling. A few successes in fin- 
ding oil have to compensate, for a 
number of dry boles. The more wide- 
ly dispersed the explored areas and 
the greater the number of drillings, 
the less the risk. The giant mul- 
tinational oil companies succeeded 
by applying this principle and im- 
proving the basis for sound expec- 
tations. Comparing the results of 
single years in the past and in the 
present can be misleading due to ex- 
traordinary successes or failures. 
Comparing the periods of 1946-1955 
and 2966-1975 gives a more balanced 
picture. 

In the years 1946-1955, petroleum 
consumption in the UJ3. was nearly 
24,000m. barrels. From 1966-1975, the 
figure was 50.000m. But in the 
former decade seven-eighths of con- 
sumption was covered by locally 
produced crude oil and only one- 
eighth imported. 

From 1966-1975, one-third of crude 
consumption was imported and In 
1978, imports neared 60 per cent of 
consumption. Why did the U.S. so 
rapidly increase its dependence on 
Imports? The answer Is a lack of ex- 
ploration in the U.S. Back during 
1946-1955, some 400,000 wells were 
drilled. While consumption In 1966- 
1975 more than doubled that of 1946-' 
1955. the number of holes drilled, in- 
stead of keeping pace with consump- 
tion and going up to 800,000 holes, ac- 
tually dropped to 250,000 holes.

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One might ask whether the reduc- 
tion in drilling to almost one-quarter 
of needed minimal volume reflected 
reduced chances of finding oil. By no 
means. The average ' addition to 
proven reserves per hole drilled 
(whether successful or dry) was 80.- 
000 barrels during 1946-1955 and 182,- 
000 barrels during 1966-1975. The 
percentage of dry holes in wildcat 
drilling for new fields was 89 per cent 
fn both periods. 

Why then have the .oil companies 
not increased their drilling? As long 
as the political influence of the U.S. 
in the Middle East was strong, the in* 
te rests of the big oil companies and 
those of the U.S. were identical. 
Therefore, it did not appear impor- 
tant whether oil was produced for 
the U.S. by an American company in 
Saudi Arabia or back home, but with 
the dwindling Influence of the U.S. In 
the Middle East, the interests of the 
U.S. came to conflict strongly with 
those of the big oil companies. The 
companies krifew that sooner, rather 
than later, the new rulers in the Mid- 
dle East would take over their vast 
proven reserves arid the exploitation 
of the rich oilfields, developed with 
American Investment by American 
companies with American know-how 
and equipment for American needs. 
It was in the Interest of their 
shareholders to take out as much oil 
as possible, as quickly as possible, 
from the Middle East, where their 
reserves were abundant without any 
Investment in risky drilling. 
Moreover, the looming loss of con- 
trol over crude oil production in the 
OPEC countries made every invest- 
ment risky, not only drilling, but also 
building a refinery, a pipeline or a 


storage installation. Reducing .in- 
vestments in all phases became the 
shareholders’ dominant Interest! 


AS FORESEEN by the companies, 
the explosion came in 1978, when 
OPEC took over the production and 
pricing of crude oil. The companies 
lost control over crude oil and with it 
the reliability of supplies. Since- then, 
the major companies are no longer 
an integrated supply organization 
controlling production of crude oil, 
transporting and refining it and 
supplying the products worldwide, 
but rather a group of traders, buying 
and selling OPEC crude in quantities 
fixed by OPEC's rulers, for 
destinations, dicta ted by OPEC, at 
sky-high prices ' set by OPEC. The 
higher the price of OPEC oil, the 
bigger their profits without risks. 
Trading OPEC crude is far "more 
profitable than looking for new oil; 
No Investment is needed. Thus, no 
incentive is big enough to Induce the 
oil companies to undertake exten- 
sive drilling, which .means invest-, 
ment at risks: the risks are earning 
the enmity of OPEC 'and the U.S. 
government's tax pdllcy. 

If anyone in the U.S. expects the oil 
companies to operate against the 
real interests of their shareholders, 
such a person — be it the president 
or a youth just reaching voting age 
— will have only himself to hlome for 
the unavoidable disaster inherent In 
such an unrealistic expectation. 

Why then does the U.S. Depart- . 
ment of Energy not start drilling? 
Because most Americans Including, 
the president and the Nohel Prize 
economist Milton Friedman firmly 
believe that the government, should • 


not Interfere In the economy. Indeed 
private .errtarprfse without govern 
. ment. interference created moss, 
production 61 goods and sendees, 
and the outcry .oft.the; big oil com- 
panies .foc laissez-faire has a wide: 
echo among the public. However, in. 
the petroleum' Industry ther^ never 
was free private ■ enterprise without ; 
government ^interference nor free ' 
competition. Only the hacking and 
the active ■ support of the U.S- 
Government enabled the compares 
to construct- the powerful, structure , 
of the World Fetroleuro Industry.

WHY ABORTION MUST BE LEGAL 


THE TOP POLICE JOB 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Abortion can be a simple 
process, a short operation from 
which the patient can walk away 
with little or no complications. , But 
Israeli law forbids It unless the preg- 
nant woman appears before a . com- 
mittee and gives reasons for the 
abortion. The health of the woman, 
as in all other operations, is taken 
into consideration. 


But only under Clause 5, which 
states that a woman may undergo 
the abortion if "tbe continuation .of 
the pregnancy is likely to cause 
serious harm to the woman or her 
children, on account of the difficult 
family or social conditions of tbe 
woman and her environment," is the 
psychological and socio-economic 
situation of the woman considered. 
Clause 5 is the most rational and im- 
portant paragraph of tbe abortion 
law. 


lng countless numbers of illegal 
abortions to be performed yearly. 

These illegal operations are out- 
rageously overpriced (up to 
IL10.000). And the doctors who per- 
form them “off the books" do not 
pay income tax on their illegal In- 
come. Abortions will continue, with 
or without laws: the need for them 
will always be filled by somebody, 
qualified or not for a price — be it tbe 
financial price or the psychological 
price of having to go through ah il- 
legal operation.

Sir, — History repeats Itself. It is 
by no means a unique occurrence 
that "the appointment of an outsider 
to a (top) police job Is considered 
likely to cause serious discontent 
among (senior) police officers," as 
you wrote recently. 


If abortion is a problem for tbe 
religious, then we suggest that the 
religious community appoints a 
committee to conduct research on 
birth control methods for the obser- 
vant, that they publish theirflodings 
and suggestions and that they dis- 
tribute them among their own com- 
munities and tbe neediest com- 
munities in the country — at no cost. 


We do not suggest abortion as a 
contraceptive method instead of 
other methods, rather abortion as 
the method to use when no other op- 
tions are left. We in Israel are aware 
that up-to-date and private informa- 
tion on contraceptives is often dif- 
ficult to acquire. 


To the . politicians and 
demographers who wish to increase 
the Jewish population at the expense 
of women,, we say: look in your own 
homes first, ask your wives about 
abortions. 


In fact. Clause 5 applies the abor- 
tion law to the real, existing situation 
— to the reason why thousands and 
perhaps tens of thousands of women 
abort: because of poverty, human 
error and Ignorance. If the hospital 
services will cooperate and provide 
better services — as in all other 
operations, time Is a major factor — 
then safe and legal abortion facilities 
could be expanded. Instead of allow- 


In the absence of a universally 
acceptable and safe contraceptive 
method and easily available Infor- 
mation, Clause s Is the only section 
of the present law which takes into 
consideration pearly all the 
problems of unwanted pregnancy: it 
allows for the possibility of human 
error, ignorance and poverty. 


That is exactly what happened in 
1947/48 when the Israel Police was 
established. Contrary , to definite 
promises made by the "Jewish 
authorities" before and even during . 
the fight for independence, it was 
deemed wise to dispense as far as 
possible with the available reserve 
of well-trained Jewish policemen of 
the Palestine Police Force (most of 
th.enr.with deep roots in the preretate 
Yushuv) for leading-positions In the 
budding Israel Police. Faithful 
membership in the Hagana or com-' 
bat service with the Jewish Brigade 
were deemed sufficient to turn any 
valient commander Into -an ex- 
perienced police superintendent by 
putting him through a training 
course of a few weeks or just by 
simply changing badges. 

The bitterness caused in the old 
guard by this mind of manpower 


policy and by the new brpotn attitude 
adopted by some of the newcomers 
probably contributed to the short- 
comings ofhe force then and now, as 
depicted, for example iirtbe Shimron 
report. Unhampered by . any. 
professional knowledge, not A few of 
the newcomers were prone to sub-, 
stitute arrogance, for know-how 
whilst othfers, mime amiable, excell- 
ed mainly in coining apt Hebrew*' 
terms for the tasks' their subor- 
dinates performed. 

' Some of the newcomers- were fine 
men — the right men for the job at 
that particular period. But the per- 
fprmance of others gave rise to the . 
question: as ' to why the IDF had 
released them for service in the 
Police — because they were the . 
flower of the Army, or because they 
could be- easily spared? 

This letter la not Intended as a 
slight to General Shafir. who has a 
distinguished military record, but as 
a reminder that fighting crime, 
which is a social disease, is not the 
same as fighting a war. Different 
skills are required for each of these 
professions. 1
